Sunsolar wants to move 
into a unit in Houghton 
Street by October, under 
plans that would make it the 
only solar panel manufac¬ 
turer in the UK. The firm 
has landed £5m funding 
from the Government’s 
Regional Growth Fund. 

It is also investing £5m 
itself at the site. 

Sunsolar business 

manager Rob Grant said he 
was extremely excited about 
creating new jobs and oppor¬ 
tunities to employ local sup¬ 
pliers. 

The company, in Dugdale 
Street, Birmingham, 

employs 22 workers and now 
imports panels from Europe 
and China. 

At full capacity the factory 
will produce 120,000 units 
over three daily shifts. 

Mr Grant added: “We 
hope the introduction of 
much-needed jobs, use of 
local, suppliers and the 
running of a self-sufficient 
factory will put the Mid¬ 
lands on the map for a signif¬ 
icant improvement within 
the industry.” 

In 2013/14 Sunsolar will 
employ 44 new staff. The 
workforce is expected to 
increase to 565 by 
2017/2018. It is understood 
the company does not need 
planning permission to 
transform the building.

Closure of 
club hits 
dozens 
of events 

AN Oldbury social club has 
closed, meaning dozens of 
special events have had to be 
cancelled. 

Bosses at Birchley Social 
Club said they had no choice 
but to shut the venue down 
and cancel the parties and 
events that were due to take 
place in the building.

It is very large and 
has lots of windows, which 
get smashed on a regular 
basis.”

A FORMER headteacher and magistrate 
has spoken of his pride in being made an 
MBE in the Queen’s Birthday Honour’s 
list.

Search for 
firm to run 
nursery is 
extended 

THE tendering process to 
find a private firm to run a 
nursery has been extended. 

Sandwell chiefs want a 
private firm to run a 52- 
place nursery at the new 
Tipton Learning Campus in 
Alexandra Road.

The council’s cabinet 
member for children and 
families Councillor Bob 
Badham said: “None of the 
bids met all the criteria.”

The gang threatened a 14- 
year-old boy with a knife and 
forced him to reveal where 
valuables were kept.

While on bail for that 
offence, he joined a gang of 
four - including Robinson - 
who smashed their way into 
a house in Oxford Road, 
Smethwick. 

They handcuffed a woman 
and put tape across her 
mouth, and made off with 
jewellery. 

John Attwood, defending 
the 16-year-old, said: “He 
got in with the wrong 
crowd.” 

And Jas Mann, defending 
Robinson, said: “He is only 
19. He did not anticipate 
what happened. He does not 
blame anyone else but 
himself. He knows he has 
ruined his life.”

Police buildings under vandal attack 


EVEN police buildings in the Black 
Country are coming under attack by 
vandals and metal thieves, accord¬ 
ing to new figures. 

Brazen criminals have struck hun¬ 
dreds of times at police buildings in 
the West Midlands and Stafford¬ 
shire, setting fires and trying to 
steal metal among other crimes. 

The extent of vandalism at police 
premises has been laid bare in 
figures released under the Freedom 


of Information Act. Officers said 
people being held in cells caused 
most of the criminal damage. 

The figures show that police build¬ 
ings in the Black Country were hit 
by vandals 394 times from 2007 to 
2011. Walsall police premises were 
hit 130 times, Wolverhampton 115 
times, and Sandwell and Dudley 86 
and 63 respectively. 

Police premises in the West 
Mercia region have been hit 311 


times over the five-year period, 
including at Kidderminster police 
station on 33 occasions. 

Forces say the vandalism puts an 
extra burden on police, not only 
taking up officers’ time investigat¬ 
ing and charging culprits, but also 
arranging repairs. However, they 
say criminal damage is a minor 
problem. 

Arsonists have struck twice at 
Stafford police station, once at Leek 


police station and once at Longton 
police station. 

Metal thieves targeted the county 
force’s former home in Cannock 
Road, Stafford, in 2010. Officers 
have since moved to Weston Road. 
Stafford and Stoke police buildings 
suffered criminal damage 105 times 
from 2008 to 2011 including the four 
arson attacks and one metal theft. 

Anyone witnessing vandalism 
should report it on 101.

Man gets 
six years 
for arson 
at flats 

A MAN from West 
Bromwich was jailed for six 
years after setting fire to a 
flat in Birmingham. 
Alphonso Wickham, 44, set 
fire to the top-floor flat of a 
converted house last year. 

Wickham, of Thynne 
Street, was sentenced at 
Birmingham Crown Court. 

The court heard that he 
went to the flat in Raglan 
Road, Balsall Heath, last 
June and set fire to the stair¬ 
case and internal door. He 
also threw an accelerant 
over one of the occupants. 

Five people fled the blaze. 
A 60-year-old man suffered 
serious injuries and was put 
on a life support machine, 
after he jumped three 
stories - 25ft - to escape the 
flames. 

Two others suffered 
smoke inhalation. 

Wickham had pleaded 
guilty at an earlier hearing 
to arson, being reckless as to 
whether life was endan¬ 
gered. He was given an extra 
12 months for four counts of 
taking drugs into prison. 

Dc Phil Caldwell said: 
“This could easily have 
become a murder enquiry. 
Thankfully all injured 
parties made a full recov¬ 
ery.”

THE demolition of the 
former Sandwell Council 
housing and benefits office 
in West Bromwich is now 
beyond the halfway mark. 

The authority is to spend 
£700,000 on pulling down 
the Lodge Road office block 
to extend the car park next 
to the site. 

The project will create 41 
extra spaces behind the 
town hall. Work began in 
February. 

The cash from parking 
fees is expected to offset the 
cost of the scheme. 

Sandwell’s deputy leader 
Councillor Steve Eling has 
said the move was necessary 
as the 1960s block was in a 
poor state of repair. 

The car park will be 
extended on to the old Gala 
Baths site. 

The authority proposed a 
new office development on 
the same site as the dilapi¬ 
dated Lodge Road offices in 
2008, but postponed new 
building due to the economic 
climate and the belief that 
they could accommodate 
workers in their existing 
office space. 

Staff moved to the new £6 
million library and office 
block Jack Judge House in 
Oldbury last year. 

Marking to 
beat theft 
of metal 

TRAINING in metal 
marking has been given to 
PCSOs in an attempt to 
tackle metal theft which is 
rife in Tividale. 

Sgt Mandy Morgan said 
houses had been hit by the 
thieves, who had also tried 
to target larger buildings, 
such as schools. 

She said the problem was 
a priority in the area and 
PCSOs had received crime 
prevention training in metal 
marking which was now 
being rolled out across the 
area. 

The rising cost of scrap 
metal has sent thefts of 
copper and lead soaring 
across the West Midlands, 
with war memorials, homes 
and even traffic light cables 
targeted. 

Drain covers have been 
persistently stolen and will 
now be replaced by plastic 
alternatives in Sandwell and 
Dudley. Walsall is trialling a 
similar scheme until the end 
of the year.

He 
will provide information, support 
and practical help, enabling people 
to live positively with the disease. 

He said: “It is a honour working 
for such a respected service. It 
means a lot to me. David Cameron 
recently expressed the needs to 
improve dementia care - this service 
has been introduced to respond to 
the bigger picture. 

“The relatives are key for this 
service - many people don’t realise 
that they suffers. 


“It is crucial people get the right 
support when caring for someone 
with this disease.” 

Ben, who is soon to complete a 
masters degree at Birmingham Uni¬ 
versity, added: “Working with older 
adults is my passion.

Jobs boost for town as 
discount store moves in

jobs.

It is part of a nationwide drive by the 
chain over the next five years to swell its 
empire to 500 stores and create 450 further 
jobs. 

It comes after staff at WHSmith were 
redeployed to sister branches in the wake of 
the branch closure on May 19, after 35 
years in the town. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, the borough’s 
jobs chief, said new roles were a boost. 

He said: “It’s definitely good to see the 
shop filled and a firm aiding the regenera¬ 
tion of the town. 

“Anyone that is able to bring jobs into the 
area has got to be welcomed. This is a win- 
win situation. Home Bargains will help 
families with its offer and also provide 
employment. ” 

Concerns 

But Black Country historian Terry Price 
raised concerns about the number of dis¬ 
count stores in the High Street. Mr Price, 
of the Yew Tree Estate, West Bromwich, 
said: “I don’t think this is the same quality 
of shop to be honest. 

“West Bromwich High Street used to be 
known as the Golden Mile. Now I am afraid 
it’s full of pound shops. I don’t see anything 
coming into West Bromwich of real 
quality.” 

West Bromwich has been named as the 
second worst town of its size in the country 
for the number of empty shops in a recent 
survey. 

WHSmith was the most recent big name 
to leave the area after fashion retailer Pea¬ 
cocks, in Kings Square Shopping Centre, 
went into administration and closed down 
in February. 

Peacocks was sold out of administration 
but the branch, along with six others in the 
region, shut after being left out of a 
takeover with by Edinburgh Woollen Mill.

Day when a local hero 
broke two world records 


THE Olympic Games are almost upon 
us, and the hottest ticket is that for the 
men's 100m final to see World Record 
Holder, Usain Bolt. 

But 50 years ago huge crowds flocked 
to Aldersley Stadium, to watch a local 
Olympic sprinter break world records 
right here in Wolverhampton, Peter 
Radford. 

He was born in Walsall on September 
20, 1939, and went to school at Tetten- 
hall College. As a child he was confined 
to a wheelchair for a time, with a serious 
kidney disease, but when he was 12 
years old he took up running, and joined 
Birchfield Harriers. 

His talent as a sprinter was soon 
recognised and in 1955 he won the 
English Schools Intermediate 100 yards 
title. By 1958 he was in the senior Great 
Britain team and won a bronze medal at 
the 1958 European Championships, 
and a silver in the 4 x 100 metre relay.

He won gold at the 1958 Common¬ 
wealth Games in the 4x110 yards relay. 
He set a European record for the 200m 
of 20.8 seconds, running in Paris. 

Progress 

On May 28, 1960, competing in the 
Staffordshire Championships at Alder¬ 
sley Stadium he set a world record for 
220 yards of 20.5 secs, and this time 
was recognised as the record for the 
200m as well. He had broken two world 
records in one race. 

He went to the 1960 Rome Olympics 
as clear favourite for the 200m. He took 
a bronze medal in the 100m, but did not 
progress beyond the semi-final in the 


longer distance. In the days before 
sprinters were seeded, all three of his 
main rivals were drawn in the same 
semi-final as Radford. He ran a poor 
race by his standards and only came 
fourth, being eliminated. There was 
some compensation when he one 
another bronze in the 4 x 100 m relay. 

Radford's career faltered after that. 
He won another gold in the 1962 Com¬ 
monwealth Games relay, but he was 
only a quarter finalist in both the 100m 
and the 200m at the Tokyo Olympics in 
1964. 

Though he wore the Great Britain 
international vest 24 times, his great 
days were behind him. From 1965 on he 
retired from athletics due to injury, and 
lived and worked in Canada and the 
United States for 12 years. He became 
Professor of Sport at both Glasgow and 
Brunei Universities, and also became 
chairman of UK athletics in the 90s.

Mohammed Fhazad wanted to open the 
cafe at the site of the old Fried Chicken 
shop, in Duchess Parade, High Street. 

But planning bosses at Sandwell 
Council have refused the proposals on 
grounds that they do not comply with 
the smoking ban. As well as converting 
the building into a cafe, Mr Fhazad, of 
Tividale, had also proposed building an 
extension and decking area. 

The council received 10 letters of 
objection, nine from community groups 
and associations, and one from Sandwell 
Primary Care Trust. 

Concerns 

The main objections were on the basis 
that shisha smoking can have a detri¬ 
mental impact on public health, 
although health concerns are not a mate¬ 
rial planning consideration. 

The head of environmental health at 
the council objected on the grounds that 
the plans showed the premises would be 
substantially enclosed and not comply 
with the smoking ban. 

An officers’ report stated: “The design 
of the building would not be fit for 
purpose as a shisha cafe. It is unlikely 
that the applicant could achieve the 50 
per cent ‘open sides rule’ that is required 
to comply with the Health Act 2006, and 
therefore non-compliant with the 
national smoking ban, it is considered 
that the application should be refused.” 

Home to be enlarged 

PLANS for four extra bedrooms, a 
prayer and games room at a home in 
Newton Road, Great Barr, have been 
backed by Sandwell Council despite a 
neighbour’s objections.

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Clampdown called for 
on 'dangerous' parking 

ACTION is being urged to deal 
with “dangerous” parking 
near a West Bromwich 
school. 

Residents say that teachers using a 
training centre on the school site are 
putting the safety of parents and chil¬ 
dren at risk. 

Sandwell Council officers are being 
asked to come up with a plan to reduce 
parking for non-residents in the roads 
around Pennyhill Primary School in 
Hollyhedge Road. 

The concerns were raised at a West 
Bromwich neighbourhood forum 
meeting. 

Former Sandwell councillor Terry 
Williams said: “I have been asked by 
local people to raise what is seen as 
dangerous and chaotic parking in the 
streets around the school. 

Problem 

“Residents accept that living close to 
a school means that twice a day in term 
time there will be an influx of vehicles. 

The problem is caused by the use of an 
education centre on the school site for 
meetings and training teachers. 

“The use of the centre seems to be on 
the increase. More and more vehicles 
are parked in the area and this can 
cause chaos when parents turn up for 
their children at peak times. 

“Parents walking children to and 
from school are also at increased risk as 
vehicles park on pavements and dan¬ 
gerously close to junctions.” 

He added: “Council officers have 
been asked to look at providing addi¬ 
tional off-road parking to reduce the 
risk of accidents and make life more 
tolerable for everyone.” 

Borough safety boss Councillor Ian 
Jones said the problem would be looked 
at. He added: “We try to work with 
schools where we have significant

A FORMER car valet unit in Cradley Heath 
has been gutted in an arson attack. The fire 
tore through the site in Chester Road 
leaving a burned-out shell. 

The roof collapsed and the blaze burned 
away the floor of the empty industrial unit. 

It is believed the blaze was started using 
petrol. An empty can was discovered nearby. 

Rudy Parkes, watch commander at 
Cradley Heath fire station, said when fire 
cres arrived there were gangs of youngsters 
on the car park who at first refused to leave. 
There was evidence that other small fires 
had been started in there in recent weeks. 

The firefighters had to make sure the fire 
did not spread to neighbouring businesses. 

Mr Parkes said: “The fire spread really 
quickly and the bitumen roof came down in 
no time. The flames went through the roof 
and they were blowing really close to the 
roof of the business next door.” 

The road was shut by police for about 
three hours and the incident is being inves¬ 
tigated. 

Mr Parkes added: “It seems like someone 
had just come along to cause damage, which 
causes a lot of problems when we have to 
deal with it.”

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Burglar caught red-handed at 
home of his pensioner victim 


Showroom 
to be a gym 

A FORMER motorcycle showroom in 
Blackheath will be transformed into 
a new gym under plans which will 
create three new jobs. 

Developers have been granted per¬ 
mission by Sandwell planners to 
redevelop the unit which was used by 
Speedaway Motorcycles, into a Base 
Fitness and Leisure centre. 

The building in Oldbury Road, has 
been vacant since 2010. 

It is now planned to convert it to 
accommodate a personal training and 
rehabilitation facility which will have 
more than 170 pieces of the latest 
gym equipment. 

It also hopes to help with the 
borough’s obesity problem. 


A BURGLAR who stole £6,000 
and three gold rings from the 
house of a pensioner pre¬ 
tended to be his nephew to 
avoid being caught by police. 

Armed with a drill and crowbar, Sean 
Martin deliberately targeted Raymond 
Hillier’s home, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 

Martin raided Mr Hillier’s West 
Bromwich home after hiding behind an 


electrical cupboard outside and watch¬ 
ing him leave. 

The 45-year-old, who has a string of 
convictions for burglary and robbery 
offences, was jailed for 20 months. 

Martin, who admitted burglary, said 
he carried out the raid in Butler Street 
because of a £7,000 debt owed to a loan 
shark he later refused to name, the 
court was told. 

Prosecutor Mrs Alka Brigue said that 
the burglary took place some time 
between 10am and 11.30am on May 10. 


“At the time a neighbour was watch¬ 
ing the defendant just after the victim 
left,” she said. 

“He said he was carrying out work 
but the neighbour continued to look out 
because she found it strange. 

Crowbar 

When she next looked out she noticed 
her neighbour’s door had been broken 
down and phoned the police.” 

The court heard officers discovered 
Martin, of Friar Park Road, Wednes- 


bury, coming downstairs carrying the 
stolen items along with a crowbar and a 
drill. He told them he was the victim’s 
nephew. Mrs Brigue said the drill had 
been used to break into the home. 

Mr Harbinder Lally, for Martin, said 
he was due to become a father next 
month and was deeply remorseful. 

Jailing Martin, Judge Amjad Nawaz 
said: “House burglary is always treated 
seriously because of the long-lasting 
impact it can have on the owner of the 
premises.” 


Go-ahead for 
homes plan 

REVISED plans for a scheme that 
will see homes built on the site of a 
former pub have been passed by 
Sandwell Council. 

Oldbury-based Wood Green 
Homes is building 14 new homes on 
the site of the former Londonderry 
pub on the corner of Queens Road, 
Smethwick. The firm had applied to 
build the homes after the pub was 
flattened in March last year but it 
withdrew plans in February. The 
original plans were for 14 four- 
bedroom houses but the amended 
application is for two five-bedroom 
homes, three three-bedroom houses 
and nine four-bedroom homes. 

Amendments have also been made 
to improve energy efficiency.

Racing are celebrating their return to the 
Michelin Ginetta GT Supercup with a victory. 

The team went back to the championship just a fortnight 
ago but took the top step of the podium at north Yorkshire’s 
Croft circuit thanks to Carl Breeze. 

It was TCR’s first win in Ginetta’s flagship series since 
last October. 

Victory for 32-year-old Breeze in round 12 on Saturday 
set him up for a podium hat-trick over the course of the 
weekend with a pair of second places following in rounds 13 
and 14 on Sunday at the same venue. 


Since returning to the 
TCR fold for the previous 
event at Oulton Park, 
Breeze has finished no lower 
than second.
